NEW LIMA REANS 
AT MART TODAY 


Signs Not Heeded in Carlisle 


Lima beans arrived at the Farm ers’ 
m arket house in large supply this 
morning for the first time this year 
in company with elderberries and 
pumpkins, other new arrivals for 
the season. 
The beans brought 20 
cents a pint and 35 and 40 cents a 
quart. 
j 
Sweet corn was in good supply and 
of better size and quality than has 
been offered here earlier this season. 
It sold generally at 20 to 25 cents 
a dozen ears. Tomatoes were abun­ 
dant but moved slowly at IO cents 
a quart box and 65 and 75 cents a 
half bushel. They wrere well colored 
and of good size. 
Potatoes ranged 
from 75 cents to $1 a bushel. 
String beans sold for IO and 15 
cents a quarter peck and 25 cents a 
half peck; patty pan squash was five 
cents; cucumbers, two and three for 
five cents and three for IO cents in 
larger Sizes; cabbage, five to IO cents 
a head; pumpkins, five and IO cents 
each; spinach, IO cents for a two- 
quart box; peppers, three for five 
cents; onions, IO cents a box and five 
and IO cents a bunch, and carrots 
and radishes, five cents a bunch. 
Most seasonal varieties of apples 
brought IO cents a quarter peck. 40 
cents a half bushel and about 75 
cents a bushel. 
Large supplies of 
peaches were on sale of IO cents a 
box. 
Some varieties could be had 
for 20 and 25 cents a quarter peck 
and in others a half peck could 
be had for the same prices. 
Berries were scarce this morning 
A few boxes of red raspberries dis- I 
appeared early in the session at IO I 
cents a pint. 
A few blackberries 
were on sale at two boxes for 25 
cents. 
Huckleberries, which are re­ 
ported to be a small crop this year, 
brought 25 cents a quart box and 
were of only fair size. 
Elderberries 
were five cents a box.

posed new all-weather highway.

Of the total $32,000,000 will be 
financed by the Reconstruction Fi­ 
nance corporation on a loan basis 
I and $26,000,000 will be put up by the 
: P W A. as a grant. The highway, to 
j run between Harrisburg and Pitts- 
' burgh, is being designed as a model 
of modern scientific road construc- 
! tion for high-speed traffic move- 
j ment. 
Construction of the project will 
be .subject to joint supervision of 
the R.F.C. and the P W A. 
Terms of Hie R.F.C. loan, officials 
said, would be worked out between 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Turnpike 
com­ 
mission and tile lending agency at 
a later date. 
Tolls will bo charged 
for the use of the road and will be 
calculated on a basis to repay the 
Iran portion of the allotment. 
The proposed turnpike is to be 
162 miles long, running from Mid­ 
dlesex, 13 miles west of the H arris­ 
burg city line, to Irwin.

Capital politicians be­ 
lieve Senator George McGill, who 
has only nominal opposition, will win 
in Kansas, and they expect the 
Missouri nomination to go to Ben­ 
nett Champ Clark, an anti-adm in- 
lstration leader in the Senate, who 
has powerful state and city organiza­ 
tion backing. 
Thus in the first two m ajor pri­ 
maries the adm inistration should 
break about even with the conserva­ 
tive Democratic forces.

No. 50— Scraps of This and That 


'"■"■HIS week, while walking through 
* the Fairfield cemetery, we found 
a plot th a t we think will be of 
interest to our readers. 
The burial 
ground, now used by the people of 
Fairfield and vicinity, is of more or 
less recent origin, but we are inclined 
to believe th at some graves were 
moved there from the old church 
yards. 
This would explain some of 
the old stones. 
Our great-grand­ 
m other and grandfather are buried 
there, but they died in the early 
tw entieth century. 
However, if you 
are ever in th at vicinity, we urge you 
to visit th a t cemetery, 
It will be 
well worth your while, 
To return to the lot we spoke of— 
we have not as yet had time to do 
any research—so we give It to you 
just as it was copied. 
The plot 
contains one large m onum ent in the 
center, with smaller m arkers grouped 
around it. 
The first inscription to 
catch our interest was the following: 
“Joseph Carson 
Born March 13, 1806 
Died November 27, 1885 
A member of the Baltinwre 


Military and an escort to 
General LaFayette in 1824.”
